Jones, it was ordered that the Mayor 
call a meeting of the citizens of Ral- 
eigh on Monday evening, October 
iSth, totake into consideration the 
funding of the debt of the city, less 
$50,000, the market house bonds, and 
on motion of Alderman Harris, it 
was ordered that 1,000 posters be 
printed calling a meeting of the cit- 
izens for that evening and for the 
purpose designated. 

The resolution of Alderman R. H. 
Jones, concerning the Fire Depart- 
ment, repealing all existing laws 
governing the Department, of- 
fered on the first inst., was read and 
adopted. 

The Committee appointed to report 
an organization for the City Fire De- 
partment, submitted a series of reso- 
lutions which were adopted, to the 
effect that a Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment be elected by the Board, an As- 
sistant to be appointed by him, and 
four Fire Commissioners, one from 
each Division, to be elected by the 
Board, the same to have entire con- 
trol of the Fire Department of the 
city. 

Under these resolutions, Jos. H. 
Green was elected Chief, and the fol- 
lowing Commissioners elected: Ist 
Division, R. H. Jones; 2nd do.. W. 
H. Bagley ; 3rd do., J. B. Neathery ; 
4th do., W. J. Hicks. 

Various reports were submitted, 
claims considered, pay-rolls for the 
street hands and salaried officers al- 
lowed. 

Six hundred teet of hose were 
ordered to be furnished Victor Fire 
Company. 

Board adjourned until next regular 


meeting.
